THE  YEAR

NEW  TRANSCRIPT 

"The  arts  have  a  sort  of  civilizing 
effect  on  people  .  .  .  they  are  very  re¬ 
warding."  So  spoke  Donald  DeLue. 
who  was  recently  presented  the 
"Sculptor  of  the  Year"  award  by  the 
prestigious  American  Numismatic  As¬ 
sociation  for  excellence  in  numis¬ 
matic  medals. 

DeLue  has  executed  some  of  the 
most  important  sculptural  commis¬ 
sions  in  the  United  States  and  abroad. 
Many  were  done  in  his  18th  century- 
style  Leonardo  studio. 

He  recently  designed  a  medallion 
for  the  Preservationist  Foundation  to 
be  presented  to  military  units  and 
committee  members  involved  in  the 
commemoration  of  the  200th  anni¬ 
versary  of  whaleboats  warfare  along 
the  Raritan  and  Sandy  Hook  bays. 
The  event  took  place  the  three  days 
of  the  Labor  Day  weekend  at  the  Shoal 
Harbor  Museum  in  Port  Monmouth 

One  side  of  the  medal  depicts  the 
whaleboatmen  after  a  successful 
raid  They  are  hiding  their  30-foot 
whaling  dory  in  the  reeds  on  the  Jer¬ 
sey  beaches,  while  showing  their 
power  by  a  gesture  toward  the  ship. 

On  the  reverse  side,  the  inscription 
states,  Whaleboat  Warfare  1776."  A 
woman  patriot  who  stands  on  the 
beach  of  Shoal  Harbor  is  shown  Left 
of  the  woman  is  the  burning  English 
"ship  of  state."  To  the  right  is  the  ris¬ 
ing  sun  of  the  new  United  States,  for 
which  the  two  whaleboat  crews  con¬ 
tinued  to  fight  to  the  end  of  the  war  in 
1783. 

The  medal  is  typical  of  many  of  De- 
Lue  s  works  (both  medals  and  sta¬ 
tues)  in  that  its  components  symbol-

Za¬ 
ra  became  the  recipient  of  the  best  in 
show  award  in  the  senior  division  for 
his  exhibit  on  Prison  Money.' 

Other  senior  division  award  winners 
were  Archie  Black,  first  place,  Bust 
Half  Over-dates  .  Chuck  Fifield.  se¬ 
cond  place.  American  Gold  for  Ara¬ 
bian  Oil  -  Nothing  New James  Ma- 
joras.  third  place.  In  the  Beginning/' 
a  display  based  on  primitive  coins. 

Junior  division  award  winners  were 
Wiham  Blake,  best  in  show.  My  Fa¬ 
vorite  Coins  '.  Kari  Brower,  first  place, 
'1909  Transitional  Cents  ;  Paul  Nil- 
sen,  second  place,  Jefferson  Nick¬ 
els.  and  William  Rathjen  Jr.,  third 
place  Just  Lincolns. 

All  told.  14  exhibitors  competed  for 
prizes.  The  show  attracted  more  than 
575  visitors  and  32  New  York  and 
New  Jersey  com  dealers.  Bourse  act¬ 
ivity  was  good. 

In  addition  to  Val  Pasvolosky  being 
present  to  receive  special  recognition 
for  his  years  of  service  to  numisma¬ 
tics.  another  highlight  of  the  day  was 
the  presence  of  Mrs.  Lou  H  Blender. 
She  gave  the  top  junior  competitor  an 
award  named  after  her  husband  and 
complimented  all  who  competed. 

Fifield.  a  club  founder,  presented

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DELUE:  THE  MAN  -  THE  SCULPTOR 


While  attending  the  American  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Association  convention  in 
New  York.  I  visited  the  American  Nu¬ 
mismatic  Society  on  Broadway  at 
155th  Street 

I  was  examining  medallic  art, 
bronze  medals  that  had  been  select¬ 
ed  over  the  year  as  winners  of  the 
Saltus  Award.  One  specimen  was  in 
unusually  high  relief,  strongly  mascu¬ 
line.  yet  at  the  same  time  it  reflected 
feminine  grace.  On  the  edge  was  in¬ 
scribed  what  is  man  that  Thou  art 
mindful  of  him  and  on  the  reverse, 
in  the  image  of  God  created  he  him. 
The  award-winning  medal  was  the 
product  of  Donald  DeLue.  and  it  had 
been  issued  in  1957  to  members  of 
the  Society  of  Medalists.  Weston. 
Conn. 

I  asked  D  Wayne  Johnson  of  the 
Medallic  Art  Co..  Danbury.  Conn  . 
about  the  artist  To  my  surprise,  he 
said  DeLue  was  a  resident  of  Leo¬ 
nardo.  N.J 

A  subsequent  visit  to  DeLue  s  stu¬ 
dio  opened  a  whole  new  world  for  me 

His  living  room  includes  a  plethora 
of  models  for  statues  he  has  done 
throughout  the  world  Allegorical  fig¬ 
ures  are  vying  for  space  with  Gen 
Douglas  MacArthur.  Winston  Churc¬ 
hill.  Washington  and  Jefferson. 

DeLue  s  medallic  art  collection,  it 
turns  out.  numbers  less  than  a  dozen, 
among  them  the  Saltus  winner.  His 
most  recent,  the  National  Academy  of 
Designs  sesquicentenmal  medal, 
was  23j  inches  and  only  27  speci¬ 
mens  were  struck  Twelve  were  a- 
warded  to  patrons  of  the  arts.  He  has 
done  medals  for  both  the  Medallic  Art 
Co  and  the  Franklin  Mint,  but  he  said 
he  finds  it  too  confining.  The  model 
for  the  medal  is  prepared  on  a  12-inch 
plaster  disc  with  relief  so  shallow  it 
doesn  t  allow  him  to  get  into  the  de¬ 
sign.  He  prefers  to  think  big  —  the 
bigger  the  better. 

As  an  example,  consider  The 
Rocket  Thrower,  the  theme  piece  for 
the  New  York  World  Fair.  1964-65 
The  45-foot  bronze  giant,  which  stood 
on  the  central  mall,  appears  to  have 
ample  strength  to  hurl  a  rocket  into 
the  infinite  A  United  States  five-cent 
postage  stamp  of  1964  shows  the 
statue,  which  stands  today  in  the  park 
built  on  Flushing  Meadow  even 
though  the  fair  buildings  have  been 
demolished

When  American  forces  hit  the 
beach  in  Normandy,  they  were  pin¬ 
ned  for  two  days  while  they  reinforced 
their  position  for  the  push  across  Eur¬ 
ope.  But  thousands  never  left  Omaha 
Beach,  where  the  U.S.  Battle  Monu¬ 
ment  now  stands.  DeLues  22-foot 
bronze  shows  youth  and  strength  and 
an  appeal  to  the  heavens  for  energy 
to  complete  the  task  ahead.  The  mag¬ 
nificent  Spirit  of  American  Youth  ' 
stands  in  a  colonnade  overlooking  the 
thousands  of  crosses  that  mark  the 
graves.  This  work  was  dedicated  in 
1955. 

In  1969  his  27-foot  Quest  Etern¬ 
al.  an  allegorical  figure  signifying 
man  s  aspiration  to  progress,  was  un¬ 
veiled.  This  bronze  stands  in  a  plaza 
at  the  Prudential  Center  in  Boston 

Fort  Bragg  boasts  a  DeLue  bronze, 
a  12-foot  Green  Beret  figure  dedi¬ 
cated  in  1970. 

Allegorical  figures  offer  free 
thought  to  an  artist,  but  how  about 
capturing  a  real  personality  in  inde¬ 
structible  bronze9 

Well,  in  December  1975.  in  Gretna 
La.,  his  nine-foot  bronze  of  Thomas 
Jefferson  was  dedicated.  Jefferson 
was  responsible  for  the  1803  Louisi¬ 
ana  Purchase,  which  opened  the 
gates  to  the  west  That  Si 5  million 
deal  is  commemorated  with  a  statue 
of  Jefferson  which  looks  real  enough 
to  walk  away. 

A  23  inch  model  of  the  Jefferson 
statue  is  in  the  White  House  and  this 
was  pictured  on  the  cover  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Sculpture  Review  quarterly 
journal  in  the  fall  of  1975. 

Also  in  the  White  House  is  a  19- 
inch  model  of  George  Washington 
kneeling  in  prayer  at  Valley  Forge. 
The  10-foot  bronze  statue  was  reded- 
icated  in  1971 

Two  more  DeLue  statues  may  be 
seen  at  Gettysburg,  where  his  1 1  -foot 
bronze  Louisiana  state  memorial  to 
the  Civil  War  stands  with  the  18-foot 
Mississippi  state  war  memorial. 

All  is  not  peace  and  serenity  among 
DeLue  creations,  however:  The  Ala¬ 
mo  represents  close-up  fighting  with 
blood-chilling  reality 

Donald  DeLue  was  born  in  Boston 
on  Oct.  5.  1897  He  still  works  12-14 
hours  a  day.  reads  while  he  eats,  and 
watches  television  —  the  educational 
channels,  for  such  epics  as  the 

pjgs  b 


Adams  Chronicles.  As  a  history  buff 
he  knows  all  about  the  Sandy  Hook 
area  and  its  relation  to  the  Revolution. 
He  has  read  extensively  of  the  life  of 
Washington.  Jefferson  and  others, 
and  keeps  up  with  politics  and  eco¬ 
nomics. 

He  has  never  driven  an  automobile 
—  never  needed  to.  as  he  lived  most 
of  his  life  in  New  York  and  kept  a  stu¬ 
dio  there  He  moved  to  New  Jersey 
14  years  ago  with  his  wife,  the  former 
Martha  Naomi  Cross,  whom  he  mar¬ 
ried  Oct.  5,  1933.  They  walk  to  the  lo¬ 
cal  store  each  day  for  exercise 

So  what  else  did  you  do,  Donald 
DeLue9 

He  did  the  four  large  granite  panels 
representing  law  and  justice  and  two 
large  marble  panels  of  American 
eagles  for  the  Courthouse  in  Philadel¬ 
phia;  a  large  marble  fountain  with  the 
figure  of  Triton  for  the  gardens  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank  of  Philadel¬ 
phia:  the  figure  of  the  Alchemist  for 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  chem¬ 
istry  building:  six  large  granite  panels 
for  the  Harvey  S.  Firestone  Memorial. 
Akron.  Ohio  two  panels  Josiah  Wil¬ 
lard  Gibbs  and  Benjamin  Franklin  at 
the  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology 
Science  Building;  and  two  bronze 
urns  at  the  U.S  Military  Cemetery 

DeLue  was  the  17th  president  of 
the  National  Sculpture  Society  and 
now  serves  as  a  consultant  for  its 
quarterly  publication. 

He  is  chairman  of  the  art  committee 
for  the  Hall  of  Fame  for  Great  Ameri¬ 
cans.  He  won  a  Guggenheim  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  1943  and  1944.  and  the  Henry 
Henng  Memorial  medal  twice  in  1960 
He  was  awarded  the  Samuel  B. 
Morse  gold  medal  presented  by  the 
National  Academy  of  Design.  Morse, 
inventor  of  the  telegraph  and  a  por¬ 
trait  painter  of  considerable  ability, 
was  one  of  the  first  officials  of  the  or¬ 
ganization. 

DeLue  s  list  of  credits  and  accom¬ 
plishments  goes  on  and  on.  but  you 
get  the  idea.  DeLue  thinks  big:  that  s 
why  tiny  medalic  art  is  too  confining 
for  a  talent  so  large

A  PROVEN  WAY  TO  PEP  UP  YOUR  COIN  CLUB

Some  com  clubs  suffer  from  tired 
blood  —  and  in  advanced  cases,  it's 
sometimes  a  fatal  disease.  The  O- 
cean  County  Coin  Club  in  New  Jersey 
isn't  among  them. 

Though  less  than  10  years  old.  the 
Ocean  County  Club  is  among  the 
most  active  coin  clubs  in  the  Middle 
Atlantic  region  —  more  so  than  clubs 
that  are  far  more  established  Its 
nearly  100  members  hold  meetings 
twice  a  month,  in  a  firehouse  in  the 
seashore  town  of  Point  Pleasant. 
Special  programs  are  part  of  almost 
every  meeting.  And  late  this  summer  - 
at  a  time  when  most  clubs  were  going 
through  the  August  "dog  days  dol¬ 
drums.  the  Ocean  County  officers  ran 
a  special  program  that  kept  keep 
members  interest  as  hot  as  the  wea¬ 
ther. 

The  program:  a  special  auction, 
with  items  donated  by  members,  to 
benefit  a  local  charity. 

The  event  raised  S327  for  Deborah 
Hospital,  a  treatment  center  for  heart 
and  lung  disease  in  Browns  Mills.  New 
Jersey  -  and  while  that's  small  pota¬ 
toes  compared  to  the  all-time  record 
of  $9  million  realized  by  Auction  79. 
the  club  and  the  hospital  both  were 
very  satisfied  with  the  figure 

Planning  for  the  auction  actually 
began  in  the  Spring. 

I  was  reading  about  one  of  the  big 
telethons  that  was  coming  up,  says 
Jerry  Zara,  president  of  the  club,  and 
I  said  to  myself,  Gee.  it  would  be 
great  for  the  club  to  do  something  for 
a  good  cause  like  this.'  The  member¬ 
ship  wasn  t  too  hot  on  the  idea  of  giv¬ 
ing  money  to  the  telethon:  they  fig¬ 
ured  the  people  there  had  more  than 
they  needed  already.  They  all  went  a- 
long,  though,  with  doing  something 
here  on  the  local  level. 

From  then  through  July,  Zara 
"plugged"  the  auction  at  meetings,  re¬ 
minding  the  members  of  what  was 
being  planned  and  urging  them  to  do¬ 
nate  coins  or  other  items  to  be  sold. 
He  also  solicited  contributions 
through  the  clubs  twice-monthly 
newsletter,  of  which  he  is  the  editor. 
By  the  night  of  the  auction,  107  lots

had  been  donated  —  many  by  vest- 
pocket  dealers  who  sell  their  wares  at 
meetings,  but  many.  too.  by  individual 
members.  In  all.  there  were  31  differ¬ 
ent  donors  —  nine  of  them  dealers, 
the  rest  regular  members. 

We  had  a  nice  assortment.  Zara 
says,  There  were  U  S.  coins,  foreign 
coins,  books,  supplies  —  nothing 
high-priced,  but  something  for  just 
about  everyone  And  virtually  every  i- 
tem  was  a  bargain:  I  can  t  remember 
a  thing  that  sold  for  more  than  deal¬ 
ers'  bid." 

Prices  ranged  from  a  high  of  $18. 
for  an  1832  Bust  half  dollar  in  fine  to 
very  fine  condition,  to  a  low  50  cents 
for  a  book  Most  were  in  the  $3  to  $5 
range. 

"Most  of  the  donors  gave  $5  to  $10 
items  -  things  that  they  may  have 
picked  up  for  only  a  dollar  or  two," 
Zara  says.  So  they  weren  t  really 
taking  that  much  out  of  their  own 
pockets.  And  these  contributions  are 
tax-deductible,  of  course.  Everyone 
who  made  a  donation  got  a  receipt 
right  after  his  item  was  sold. 

A  representative  from  the  hospital, 
Mrs.  Betty  Nencheck,  was  present  at 
the  auction  and  wrote  out  the  receipts 
as  the  sale  progressed. 

"We  thought  this  was  terrific.  Mrs. 
Nencheck  exclaims.  It  was  very  nice 
of  the  club  to  consider  us,  and  we 
were  more  than  satisfied  with  the  re¬ 
sults.” 


Deborah  Hospital,  founded  in  1922 
as  a  tuberculosis  sanitarium,  is  a 
highly  specialized  130-bed  hospital 
which  cares  for  some  2,500  heart  and 
lung  patients  annually.  All  who  need 
such  treatment  are  admitted,  even  if 
they  cannot  pay  for  it.  The  hospital  is 
supported,  in  turn,  by  a  network  of 
nearly  30.000  volunteers  —  of  whom 
Mrs  Nencheck  is  one. 

We  hope  to  make  this  auction  an 
annual  event,"  Zara  says.  And  I  d 
recommend  something  similar  to  any 
other  club  that's  looking  for  some¬ 
thing  special  to  do.  It  did  the  hospital 
good  It  did  the  club  good:  we  picked 
up  six  new  members  through  publicity 
about  the  auction.  And  it  did  the  mem¬ 
bers  good:  it  brought  us  all  closer  to¬ 
gether. 

Zara  is  a  fervent  advocate  of  pro¬ 
grams  that  keep  their  interest  up. 
he  declares.  Even  if  it's  only  a  ques- 
tion-and-answer  thing  stuck  together 
at  the  last  minute,  just  before  the 
meeting,  you  have  to  give  them 
something  to  do.  If  you  re  just  going  to 
have  them  walk  in  the  door,  sit,  get  up 
and  leave,  you  might  as  well  not  have 
a  club. 

In  our  club,  he  adds,  "we  have 
education  programs  the  first  meeting 
of  every  month,  including  guest 
speakers.  We  have  auctions  every 
month  We  have  slide  shows  and 
movies.  We  hold  major  shows  every 
year  And  we're  also  planning  several

field  trips.  You  have  to  keep  things 
happening  or  you  re  going  to  lose 
your  members.  It’s  a  lot  of  trouble  or¬ 
ganizing  special  events  at  times,  but 
it's  worth  it  when  you  see  your  club 
suceed.” 

The  newsletter,  too.  is  a  valuable 
tool,  he  believes. 

"It  costs  money."  he  concedes,  “It 
costs  $46  a  month  —  and  that  s  a  big 
chunk  of  money  for  a  club  our  size. 
But  it  brings  the  members  out.  They 
get  the  newsletter  four  or  five  days 
before  each  meeting,  and  they  see 
what  s  going  on.  They  see  what  s  be¬ 
ing  offered  in  the  auction  —  and  if 
they  missed  the  previous  meeting, 
they  get  to  read  the  minutes  and  see 
what  was  discussed 

At  the  meetings  themselves."  he 
adds,  "we  don't  bore  the  members 
with  routine  business.  We  handle  that 
after  hours,  or  before  the  meeting 
starts.  We  give  them  the  treasurer's 
reports  and  the  minutes  of  the  previ¬ 
ous  meeting,  but  after  we  turn  to 
things  that  people  find  more  interst- 
ing  And  this  seems  to  work  out  pretty 
well." 

Refreshments,  too.  are  offered  at 


every  meeting.  Those  who  partake  of 
them  are  asked  to  make  a  contribu¬ 
tion  —  but  if  there  is  a  deficit,  it's 
made  up  from  the  club's  treasury. 

I  really  don  t  understand  it,"  Zara 
says,  when  I  talk  to  people  from 


other  clubs  and  hear  that  they're  fold¬ 
ing  up.  There  must  be  a  lack  of  some¬ 
thing." 

Whatever  it  is.  the  Cmean  County 
Com  Club  clearly  has  no  similar  afflic¬ 
tion.

Stanley  Yulish,  Guest  Speaker,  as 
the  Liason  Officer  of  AINA  explained 
AINA  s  policies  and  answered  ques¬ 
tions  and  agreed  to  transmit  criticisms 
and  comments  which  mainly  con¬ 
cerned  the  policies  regarding  the  sale 
of  coins  and  medals  and  the  new  is¬ 
sue  of  the  Kagan  book.

Our  guest  for  this  evening  was 
Stanley  Yulish,  A  I  N  A  Board  Mem¬ 
ber  and  A  I  N  A  Club  Liason.  Stan 
spoke  to  us  from  two  standpoints. 
First,  as  a  AINA.  Board  member 
and,  second,  as  a  collector  From  the 
first  viewpoint,  he  described  the  mam 
problems  of  A  I  N  A,  and  the  clubs: 
that  being  a  declining  membership 
and  a  general  lack  of  interest.  He 
feels  that  the  problem  stems  from  the 
decline  in  value  of  Israel  material,  but 
he  also  feels  that  this  gives  everyone 
the  rare  opportunity  to  buy  today  at 
bargain  prices.  Many  of  the  coins  are 


flirting  with  the  silver  bullion  price,  so 
they  can't  really  decline  any  further. 
Stan's  advice  is:  buy  today  and  look 
back  five  years  from  now  and  see 
how  smart  you  were  to  buy  in  at  to¬ 
day  s  levels. 

Stan  related  an  incident  that  took 
place  at  a  meeting  that  he  attended 
with  the  late  Yitzak  Avni,  while  he  was 
the  Director  General  of  I.G.C.  &  M 
The  meeting  took  place  shortly  after 
the  Ben-Gurion  debacle  and  the  price 
of  the  Ben-Gurion  was  falling  rapidly. 
Avni  was  getting  a  lot  of  flack  over  this 
issue  and  he  made  the  following  offer 
to  everyone  present  in  the  room:  he 
would  refund  the  money  they  had 
paid  for  Ben-Gurion  if  they  would 
also  turn  in  for  a  refund  all  the  other 
coins  as  well,  including  the  Seafaring 
and  Szold  proof.  Obviously,  he  had 
no  takers.  The  point  was  well  made 
that  everyone  was  out  for  blood  be¬ 
cause  one  issue  had  been  unsuc¬ 
cessful.  (Ed  Note:  Problems  had 
popped  up  before  B  G  because  of 
tremendous  price  hikes  by  I.G.C. 
&  M  ). 

Stan  suggested  a  few  things  to  try 
to  hype  interest,  now  he  was  speak¬ 
ing  as  a  collector,  but  this  tied  right 
back  into  the  membership  problem 
Medals  are  extremely  underpriced 
Autographs  are  exploding  and  is  an 
area  accessible  to  all  of  us  at  virtually 
no  cost  by  collecting  the  autographs 
of  living  persons.  Stan  looks  for  an 
explosion  in  forerunners  pre  1948 
and  pre  mandate.  He  has  seen  it  hap¬ 
pen  already  in  stamps  Stan  also 
feels  that  the  pruta  coinage  could  be 
called  the  colonial  coinage  of  Israel 
and  is  also  very  undervalued.  Pales¬ 
tine  has  already  taken  off  and  it  is 
practically  impossible  to  put  together 
an  uncirculated  set  (Ed  Note:  How 
true  that  is!)  Some  pruta  coinage  isn't 
available  now  in  unc.  Another  area 
that  is  wide  open  is  tokens,  many  new 
ones  are  out  there  waiting  to  be  dis¬ 
covered.

PUBLIC  UNLIKELY 
TO  BUY  THE  NEW  $1  COIN 


The  new  Susan  B.  Anthony  dollar  coin  makes  its  debut. 


by  HAROLD  FLARTEY 

The  U  S.  Treasury  Department  be¬ 
gins  passing  a  new  buck. 

It's  a  miniature  U  S.  dollar  coin  dis¬ 
playing  the  countenance  of  suffra¬ 
gette  Susan  B.  Anthony.  Th  new  coin 
is  smaller  than  the  current  half  dollar 
and  a  mere  2.2  millimeters  larger  than 
the  Washington  quarter. 

That  should  cause  some  conster¬ 
nation  and  confusion  in  the  market¬ 
place,  but  treasury  officials  maintain 
there  is  precedence  for  this.  For  in¬ 
stance,  the  nickel  is  larger  than  the 
dime. 

The  Joachimsthaler,  later  called 
the  Thaler  and  then  Taler,  estab¬ 
lished  the  size  of  t be  dollar  tht  evolvd 

tablished  the  size  of  the  dollar  that 
evolved  in  Central  Europe  almost  five 
centuries  ago.  The  term  "dollar-size" 
has  come  to  mean  anything  from  38 
to  45  millimeters,  but  the  expression 
loses  its  meaning  with  the  new  dollar. 

It's  unlikely  the  public  will  accept 
the  coin,  even  though  the  treasury  is 
determined  to  do  everything  short  of 
making  it  a  crime  not  to  use  it. 

Folks  in  this  country  never  did  cot¬ 
ton  to  the  cartwheels,  as  the  large 
coins  are  dubbed,  except  as  a  store 
of  value. 

The  first  dollar  coins  were  made  at 
the  Philadelphia  Mint  in  December  of 
1794,  and  only  1,758  were  squeezed 
out  with  a  primitive  screw  press.  The 
patriots  weren't  wild  about  their  new 
coin,  and  the  New  Hampshire  Ga¬ 
zette  said  Miss  Liberty  looked  as 
though  she  were  “in  a  fright." 

The  first  large  copper  cents  coined 
a  year  earlier  in  much  the  same  a- 
mount  were  described  as  resembling  a 
"wild  squaw  with  the  heebie  jeebies," 
and  the  small  eagle  on  the  dollar  was 
said  to  look  like  a  “sick  turkey  cock." 

The  planchets  (blanks)  for  the  1794 
dollar  coins  were  weighed  to  ensure 
you  got  no  more  or  less  than  $1  worth 
of  .900  fine  silver.  If  the  piece  were 
too  heavy,  it  was  filed  down  a  bit. 

Early  silver  dollars  weighed  a  bit 
more  than  the  Spanish  Milled  Dollar, 
which  was  readily  accepted  for  trade 
in  the  colonies.  Smart  merchants 
traded  the  heavier  coins  for  a  like 
amount  in  weight  of  Spanish  “Pillar 
Dollars"  and  made  a  profit. 


It  took  the  Philadelphia  Mint  eight 
years  to  produce  its  first  million  coins, 
each  with  an  intrinsic  value  in  copper, 
gold  or  silver  equal  to  its  denomina¬ 
tion.  The  present  Philadelphia  mint, 
the  largest  in  the  world,  is  knocking 
out  six  million  Susan  B.  Anthony  Dol¬ 
lars  a  day  at  3  cents  each,  including 
labor  and  material. 

In  1854.  Mint  Director  James  Ross 
Snowden  proposed  that  the  cumber¬ 
some  large  copper  cent,  which  did  not 
circulate  because  of  its  size,  be  re¬ 
duced,  and  he  showed  patterns  for 
the  smaller  Flying  Eagle'  cent  He 
contended  it  was  the  government's 
stamp  on  the  coin  that  made  it  circu¬ 
late.  and  not  its  intrinsic  value. 

We  got  a  smaller  cent,  and  the  door 
was  open  for  more  tt  took  1 1 1  years, 
but  in  1965,  coppermckel  replaced  sil¬ 
ver  in  your  coinage. 

The  treasury  department  says  it 
can  save  $10  million  by  replacing  pa¬ 
per  notes,  which  have  a  life  expectan¬ 
cy  of  only  18  months,  with  hard  dol¬ 
lars  that  last  for  15  years.  But  that 
may  not  be  much  of  an  incentive  for 
the  acceptance  of  the  Anthony  dollar 
by  the  public. 

The  Anthony  dollar  was  designated 
by  Chief  Mint  Engraver  Frank  Gas- 
parro,  who  also  designed  the  unpopu¬ 
lar  Eisenhower  dollar 

Gasparro  s  initial  pattern  for  the 
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new  mim-dollar  showed  the  sanTe  as 
our  early  coins.  Congress  had  a  ball 
wtth  that  one.  We  want  a  figure  that 
stands  for  all  of  the  great  women  of 
America  said  a  few  We  want  Su¬ 
san  B  Anthony,  said  some  important 
committee  heads.  In  polls  conducted 
by  Coin  World,  collectors  voted  100-1 
for  Miss  Liberty  But  by  now.  you 
know  who  won. 

Gasparro  went  back  to  the  work 
bench  and  came  up  with  another 
medal.  No  good.  That's  Miss  Liberty 
with  her  hair  in  a  bun,"  said  the  law¬ 
makers.  Back  again  to  the  bench. 

Gasparro  came  up  with  a  splendid 
coin,  considering  what  he  had  to  work 
with. 

But  imagine  yourself  in  a  line  at  the 
supermarket,  while  someone  up  front 
witn  less  than  20/20  vision  decides 
which  is  a  quarter  and  which  is  a 
dollar.  If  a  person  lets  go  of  a  dollar  in 
payment  for  a  25-cent  purchase  that's 
the  last  time  he  will  ever  use  one 
Most  people  who  won't  use  $2  notes 
are  concerned  they  may  confuse 
them  with  $1  bills. 

In  1875  the  treasury  turned  out  a 
silver  coin  worth  20  cents.  The  diame¬ 
ter  of  the  coin  was  about  two  milli¬ 
meters  less  than  a  quarter,  and  it  had 
the  same  Seated  Liberty  design  but  a 
plain  edge  instead  of  a  reeded  edge 
The  public  outcry  caused  the  treasury

to  cancel  production,  and  only  a  few 
proofs  were  made  for  collectors  in 
1877  and  1878  That  two  millimeters 
difference  in  size  was  the  downfall  of 
the  20-cent  coin. 

Up  to  1935.  when  the  last  silver 
dollars  were  coined  for  circulation,  the 
great  American  dollar  had  always 
contained  Si  worth  of  silver  In  1964 
plans  were  in  the  works  to  coin  45 
million  more  silver  dollars,  and  the 
Denver  mint  coined  316.076  pieces 
before  someone  alerted  treasury  of¬ 
ficials  to  the  fact  the  coins  contained 
more  than  $1  worth  of  silver 

By  1971  the  casinos  were  clamor¬ 


ing  for  chips  for  their  slot  machines 
Eisenhower  made  his  debut  on  the 
dollar  coins  in  1971.  and  by  the  end  of 
1972  it  was  apparent  nobody  else 
wanted  them  The  mint  coined  just 
enough  to  satisfy  mint-set  customers 
in  1973  Collectors  are  selling  their 
sets  today  for  $35  The  71  and  72 
sets  go  for  $2  40  Collectors  could 
look  for  a  repeat  of  the  bonanza  by 
1 98 1 .  when  Susan  B  Anthony  dollars 
pile  up  in  bank  vaults

famous  com.  the  1978  Liberty,  met 
with  rejection  If  Morgan  s  dollar  was

Every  collector  can  display  at  least 
one  exhibit  of  coins,  or  for  that  matter 
anything  else,  match  book  covers, 
marbles,  jacks,  stamps,  postcards  or 
any  other  collectables,  that  is  interest¬ 
ing  and  win  a  prize.  Yes.  this  IS  true 
EVERY  collector  has  material  for  at 
least  one  exhibit,  and  can  win  a  prize 
IF  HE  WILL  MAKE  THE  EFFORT 

You  MAY  win  a  prize.  Someone 
has  too,  so  why  not  YOU7  Many  exhi- 
b'tors  win  on  their  first  attempt,  but 
even  if  you  do  not,  you  will  derive  a 
great  deal  of  satisfaction  for  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  preparing  an  exhibit 
You  can  be  sure  it  will  boost  your  own 
ego. 

Friends,  relatives,  and  others  will 
be  pleased,  and  they  are  sure  to  tell 
you  how  badly  the  judges  erred  if  you 
are  not  selected  as  a  winner. 

Originality  of  your  idea,  attention  to 
detail,  are  the  prime  factors  that  you 
must  emphasize,  for  if  you  are  a  be¬ 
ginner.  it  is  not  likely  that  you  have 
any.  or  many  of  the  rarities  or  expen¬ 
sive  coins  to  show 

The  first  thing  to  do  is  to  obtain  a 
copy  of  the  rules  of  the  competition  in 
which  you  will  be  entering  your  exhi¬ 
bit.  These  rules  vary  from  time  to 
time,  and  place  to  place.  Last  years 
rules  may  vary  from  this  years.  They 
can  range  from  simple  instructions  as 
to  the  time  and  place  of  the  exhibition, 
or  a  complete  detailed  breakdown  of 
the  scoring  system  and  the  judging 
procedure. 

Exhibits  are  normally  placed  in 
standard  size  cases  with  glass  tops 
but  sizes  vary  from  show  to  show, 
and  generally  are  limited  as  to  num¬ 
ber  and  classifications.  This  should 
be  determined  beforehand  in  plan¬ 
ning  what  you  intend  to  show  Norm¬ 
ally  no  special  placings  are  allowed, 
or  special  locations,  or  special  light¬ 
ing.  etc.  Do  not  expect  to  display  odd 
shaped  or  permanent  frames  of  ma¬ 
terial  unless  you  secure  permission  in 
advance.  The  exhibit  chairman  wants 
all  types  of  material,  and  you  can  be 
assured  that  if  he  has  the  space  he 
will  welcome  these  exhibits.  Also  re¬ 
member  that  with  today  s  high  space 
costs,  the  chairman  may  be  limited  in 
what  he  can  do.  All  this  you  must  find 
out  in  advance.  Do  not  go  into  a  show 
cold  and  expect  to  get  preferential 
treatment.  This  will  not  happen. 

Beforehand,  visit  another  show  and 
see  how  things  are  done,  and  laid  out. 


EXHIBITING 

by  JOSEPH  A.  LOWANDE 

Look  these  over  carefully  Can  you 
improve7  Change7  Make  it  more  at¬ 
tractive? 

The  title  of  your  exhibit  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  part  of  the  exhibit,  for  it  will  tell 
what  the  exhibit  is  trying  to  show  Put 
yourself  in  the  judge  s  shoes.  This  at¬ 
titude  will  pay  off  in  preparing  your  ex¬ 
hibit.  If  you  label  your  exhibit  U  S. 
SILVER  DOLLARS  you  had  better 
have  them  all,  including  the  1804.  all 
the  errors,  overstrikes,  and  similar 
ones  However,  if  you  labeled  your 
exhibit  Selected  U  S  Silver  Dollars. 
1 900  to  1 976.  you  have  the  choice  in 
your  selection  of  what  you  want  to 
place  in  your  display  The  judges  will 
not  expect  to  see  each  and  every  sil¬ 
ver  dollar  The  same  idea  goes  for 
any  other  items  selected 

In  rr^st  cases  one  cannot  display 
complete  sets  of  many  coins.  Here  al¬ 
so  one  must  select  the  title  that  cov¬ 
ers  what  is  being  shown  A  case 
holds  just  so  many  of  an  item 

On  your  visit  to  other  shows,  check 
the  background.  Too  much  descrip¬ 
tive  writeup7  Too  many  gimmicks  that 
take  away  attention  from  the  coins 
shown?  Some  outside  material  can 
be  used,  but  the  people  looking  at 
your  exhibit  are  interested  in  the  coins 
shown,  not  a  newspaper  100  years 
old  describing  the  coins  They  are  not 
interested  in  reading  long  messages 
about  the  coins,  and  mostly  in  such 
small  type  too  hard  to  read  anyway. 
Keep  information  precise,  short,  and 
large  enough  to  be  read  without  using 
a  magnifying  glass.  Otherwise  you 
will  lose  interest  of  the  viewer  in  look¬ 
ing  over  your  exhibit 
There  is  not  too  much  new  material 
shown  in  exhibits  How  you  lay  this 
out.  and  here  is  where  the  newcomer 
will  have  the  edge'  on  the  veteran, 
fresh  new  ideas  are  often  seen  in  the 
exhibits  of  the  new  exhibitor,  even 
though  the  material  may  have  been 
exhibited  many  hundreds  of  times  be¬ 
fore 

Neatness  is  a  MUST  Check  spel¬ 
ling  carefully.  Avoid  overcrowding. 
Use  allotted  space  well  After  you 
have  placed  your  coins  in  the  exhibit, 
stand  back  and  look  it  over  from  the 
viewpoint  of  someone  looking  at  your 
exhibit,  to  see  the  effect  that  it  has.  Is 
it  pleasing  to  the  eye7 

These  5  items  will  make  or  break 
an  exhibit.  Scoring  on  these  carry  the 
most  points,  and  the  judges  opinion 


here  is  pure  and  simple,  it  is  his 
judgement,  and  he  has  a  wide  latitude 
on  how  he  scores  these  items. 

Common  ordinary  coins  can  win 
just  as  much  as  a  rarity.  Rarity  is  gen¬ 
erally  based  on  the  quantity  of  a  given 
coin,  not  its  cash  value  A  case  of  an¬ 
cient  Roman  coins,  of  which  only  per¬ 
haps  10  or  12  copies  are  known  of 
each,  value  of  around  $2  00  each,  ac¬ 
tually  can  be  rarer  than  a  case  of  Gold 
Coins  based  on  quantity  known  God, 

Coins  based  on  quantity  known. 
Gold,  being  more  popular  and  more 
understood  is  more  in  demand,  there¬ 
fore  the  higher  price 

For  the  judges,  the  rules  as  laid  out 
for  the  show  is  how  they  determine 
the  winners. 

One  should  be  warned,  however, 
regardless  of  precision  of  the  details 
for  preparing  an  exhibit,  or  the  rules 
governing  judging,  different  interpre¬ 
tations  of  some  of  those  details  will 
exist  between  the  most  experienced 
exhibitor,  and  the  best  qualified 
judge.  As  a  newcomer  to  exhibiting, 
close  attention  the  rules  can  bring  you 
close  to  the  judges  decision 

The  judge  s  decision  is  final.  There 
is  no  use  in  putting  up  a  beef  Noth¬ 
ing  will  change.  The  next  time  try  to 
improve.  Do  not  expect  to  get  hold  of 
the  judge  and  tell  him  what  you  think 
of  his  judgement.  It  will  not  happen.  In 
fact,  such  an  attitude  may  hurt  your 
chances  in  another  show  if  you  do  not 
try  to  improve  your  exhibit 

One  of  the  benefits  of  exhibiting  is 
the  joy  of  sharing  ones  acquisitions 
with  others.  In  this  day  we  get  very 
few  chances  to  share  our  interest  with 
others. 

Exhibiting  at  a  show  provides  one 
the  opportunity  to  display  some  of  his 
prized  material,  not  only  for  friends 
and  relatives,  and  cronies,  but  also 
the  public  at  large.  It  is  also  possible 
to  secure  more  material  if  you  do 
show  and  someone  sees  your  exhibit, 
and  some  of  them  may  have  material 
that  will  eventually  become  part  of 
of  your  collection 

It  will  provide  you  with  a  real  Ego 
trip,  even  if  you  do  not  win  a  prize. 

Besides,  if  you  put  in  some  real 
work  and  thought,  and  a  little  more  ef¬ 
fort.  YOU  will  be  the  one  to  take  home 
the  trophy,  and  the  glory  that  goes 
with  it. 


THE  VALUE  OF  COIN  COLLECTING 


What  is  it  that  attracts  people  of 
varying  ages  and  interests  to  coin  col¬ 
lecting  and  keeps  them  with  the  hob¬ 
by  over  the  years?  I  feel  there  are 
three  main  reasons  why  people  col¬ 
lect  coins,  for  investment,  added 
knowledge  and  personal  satisfaction. 

The  best  area  for  investment,  I  feel, 
is  rare  U  S.  coins  in  Fine  or  Uncircu¬ 
lated  condition.  During  the  past  10 
years  these  coins  have  increased  in 
value  well  ahead  of  the  national  infla¬ 
tion  rate. 

The  problem  with  rare  coin  collect¬ 
ing  is  that  it  takes  a  good  deal  of  mon¬ 
ey  to  start  Collectors  wanting  to  start 
small  can  invest  in  the  U  S.  Mint's 
Proof  sets  or  in  other  similar  coin  a- 
reas. 

Though  these  are  less  expensive  to 
start  with,  one  can  still  obtain  a  siza¬ 
ble  return  Gold  coins  have  not  only

rarity  value  but  the  intrinsic  value  of 
the  metal  itself.  No  matter  what  form 
of  investment  one  decides  on,  how¬ 
ever,  it  should  be  kept  in  mind  that  the 
real  market  value  of  a  com  is  not  de¬ 
termined  by  simple  rarity,  but  by  the 
willingness  of  people  to  buy  it. 

The  reason  why  many  young  peo¬ 
ple  start  collecting  coins  is  to  learn 
something  about  the  countries  from 
which  the  coins  come  It  is  interesting 
to  compare  coins  from  different  coun¬ 
tries  to  see  what  each  country  choo¬ 
ses  to  put  on  its  coinage 

Some  nations'  coins  reveal  a  great 
deal  about  the  predominant  culture 
and  can  be  used  in  early  social  stu¬ 
dies  classes  to  instill  an  interest  in 
these  nations.  The  denominations  on 
coins  can  also  suggest  different  cur¬ 
rency  systems  and  values  as  well  as 
different  languages 


It  is  important  to  young  children, 
upon  hearing  the  name  of  a  country  in 
school  or  on  the  hews  to  connect  the 
country  with  something  specific  with 
which  they  have  had  experience. 
Coins  can  be  that  concrete  thing  in  a 
child's  mind. 

The  reason  coin  collecting  is  so  ap¬ 
pealing  to  so  many  people  is  that  it 
gives  personal  satisfaction.  For  some 
it  is  the  source  of  pride;  for  others,  an 
enjoyable  way  to  pass  the  time  after 
retirement.  Others  yet  may  find  it 
something  to  help  them  relax. 

When  I've  had  a  really  busy  day 
and  feel  myself  becoming  tense  un¬ 
der  pressure  of  school,  I  will  often 
take  a  short  time  out  and  just  sit  down 
to  work  on  my  coin  collection.  The 
fact  is  that  it's  not  something  I  have  to 
do,  but  something  that  I  want  to  do.

ize  noble  deeds  in  man's  efforts, 
whether  they  be  to  win  a  battle,  free¬ 
dom.  life  s  fulfillment  of  life  eternal. 

Among  DeLue  s  most  famous  com¬ 
missions  were:  The  Rocket  Throw¬ 
er.  one  of  the  largest  bronze  statues 
ever  made.  45  feet  high,  which  was 
the  theme  sculpture  for  the  1964-65 
World  s  Fair  in  New  York.  It  was  lo¬ 
cated  on  the  Main  Mall.  Plaza  of  the 
Astronauts,  adjacent  to  the  Unis¬ 
phere.  After  the  fair  it  was  perma¬ 
nently  installed  in  the  park.  The  figure 
was  reproduced  on  the  World  s  Fair 
federal  stamp 

The  Boy  Scout  Memorial  located  on 
the  ellipse  between  the  Washington 
Monument  and  The  White  House. 

The  Confederate  Memorial.  Gettys¬ 
burg.  Pa.,  a  14-foot  bronze  Confeder¬ 
ate  soldier  with  flag  dedicated  to  the 
Army  and  Navy  of  the  Confederacy 
The  names  of  the  Confederate  states 
were  carved  in  the  granite  pedestal 

The  Omaha  Beach  figure  at  the 
U  S.  Military  Cemetery  Memorial  St.

Quest  Eternal,"  17-foot  allegorical 
male  figure  in  bronze  at  the  Pruden¬ 
tial  Center.  Boston.  Mass. 

DeLue.  now  81 ,  a  native  Bostonian, 
began  his  career  at  the  age  of  12 
when  his  mother,  who  was  very  much 
interested  in  the  arts,  took  DeLue  to 
see  Michaelangelo  s  famous  works  at 
the  Boston  museum. 

Enthralled  by  what  he  saw,  DeLue, 
who  was  already  very  good  at  sketch¬ 
ing  and  drawing,  said  he  decided  then 
and  there  that  he  wanted  to  become  a 
sculptor. 

His  mother  agreed  and  he  became 
apprenticed  to  a  fine  sculptor  in  Bos¬ 
ton.  DeLue  said  one  day  a  famous 
English  Lord,  accompanied  by  a  gold 
medalist  sculptor  visited  the  studio 
where  he  worked:  the  lord  and  sculp¬ 
tor  subsequently  opened  a  studio  in 
Boston  and  DeLue  worked  for  them 
three  or  four  years.  During  this  time, 
the  employers  everyday  talk  opened 
DeLue  s  eyes  to  what  was  going  on  in 
the  sculpting  world  and  led  to  his  go¬ 
ing  to  Europe  after  World  War  I. 

Boston  at  that  time  was  considered 
The  Athens  of  America,"  DeLue 


said,  but  it  was  highly  over-estima¬ 
ted 

After  serving  apprenticeship  in  Par¬ 
is  for  five  years,  DeLue  worked  for 
many  years  as  an  assistant  to  other 
sculptors,  and  eventually  decided  to 
return  to  New  York  and  open  his  own 
studio.  However,  upon  arriving  in 
New  York,  he  soon  discovered  it  was 
very  difficult  to  get  started.  But  the 
brother  of  the  sculptor  he  had  worked 
for  in  Paris  came  to  New  York  and 
opened  a  studio  and  DeLue,  hired  as 
an  assistant,  did  most  of  the  work.  He 
was  kept  very  busy,  he  said,  and  it 
gave  him  a  great  deal  of  experience. 

DeLue  s  own  first  major  commis¬ 
sion  was  the  Law  and  Justice"  four 
large  granite  panels  at  the  Federal 
Court  House  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  Fol¬ 
lowing  that  commission,  he  executed 
six  other  important  pieces,  and  from 
that  time  it  was  easier,"  DeLue  said 

During  1933-  34.  DeLue  received 
both  the  commission  for  the  Omaha 
Beach  figure  and  the  Boy  Scout 
group  at  the  same  time  and  needed  a 
larger  studio  Unable  to  find  suitable 
quarters  in  New  York,  he  found  his

present  home  and  moved  here. 

"I  was  told  by  friends  that  I  musn  t 
leave  New  York,"  DeLue  said,  be¬ 
cause  it  was  the  center  of  the  world. 
However,  people  are  pleased  to 
come  here.  The  Firestones,  for  in¬ 
stance,  came  here,  (DeLue  did  the 
Harvey  Firestone  Memorial,  consist¬ 
ing  of  six  granite  panels,  one  of  the 
largest  memorials  of  its  kind  to  be  e- 
rected),  as  did  the  people  from  the 
World  s  Fair.  They're  pleased  to  come 
here  to  inspect  my  work,  I  find. 

In  fact,  when  his  current  works, 
Queen  Isabella  and  Columbus,  are 
ready,  he  said  he  expects  the  prime 
minister  of  Italy  and  representatives 
of  Spanish  government  to  come  to 
Leonardo  to  inspect  them  before  they 
are  commissioned.  DeLue  s  current 
works  also  include  a  statue  of  the  Ala¬ 
mo  consisting  of  four  figures  in 
bronze,  including  Jim  Bowie  and 
Dav.py  Crockett 

Showing  a  preliminary  clay  model 
of  Isabella  on  which  he  is  working, 
Lue  said,  After  all,  there  wouldnt 
have  been  a  Columbus  if  there  wasn  t 
an  Isabella  She  turned  over  the 
crown  jewels  to  finance  his  trip. 

The  statue  depicts  Isabella  with  a 
crown  in  one  hand  and  beads  and 
other  jewels  in  the  other.  On  the  ped¬ 
estal  will  be  a  carving  of  the  three 
ships,  DeLue  said. 

As  in  all  his  works,  DeLue,  a  tradi¬ 
tionalist.  pays  particular  attention  to 
the  finest  detail. 

Before  beginning  any  of  his  works, 
he  researches  the  subject  thoroughly, 
reading  and  talking  with  families  and 
authorities.  He  then  makes  several 
sketches,  "sometimes  many,  many 
sketches,"  he  said,  then  does  several 
clay  models  until  he  feels  he  has 
reached  perfection.  The  final  clay 
model  is  then  cast  in  plaster  and  sent 
to  the  committee  in  charge  ot,  com- 
misionmg  the  works.  A  contract  is 
then  signed  to  do  the  work,  often  in 
Italy,  in  either  bronze  or  marble. 

The  only  problem  with  marble  is 
that  it  will  not  hold  up  in  the  northern 
climate,”  DeLue  said,  "so  this  is  only 
done  for  southern  cities." 

DeLue,  emphasizing  his  dislike  for 
modern  art.  to  which  he  said  the 
press  has  given  too  much  publicity, 
recalled  his  years  in  Paris  when  he 
would  often  see  Picasso,  a  major  fig¬ 
ure  in  modern  art  ‘  "I  saw  him  quite 
frequently,"  DeLue  said,  "but  I  had  no 
use  for  him."
